Police Record. 

Macon, Ga., February 1.—[Special.]—For 
the month of January there were 170 arrests 
made by our police foree, nearly seven apiece. 
Of this number there were 62 white males, 5 
white females, 72 colored males and 31 colored 
females. There was one arrested for assault 
with intent to kill, one wife beater, one carry- 
ing concealed weapons, two shooting in the 
city, two reckless driving, ten plain drunks, 
eleven drunk and disorderly, eighteen va- 
grants, twenty-tive violating ordinances, 
twenty-eight fighting and disorderly, forty- 
five simply disorderly, and twenty-six for 
safe keeping, Fines were im- 
posed to the amount of $335, and 
$22 were sent to the county chaingang. A 
number were wanted in other cities, The 
county uses the city convicts, with the under- 
standing that they have at least ten all the 
time,in consideration of $2,500 per annum 
bonus. One not accustomed to investigating 
these thirgs has little‘idea of the amount of 
business done by the city police. Macon’s 
force is inadequate, according to the opinion 
of those who ought to know, but what they 
Jack in numbers they make up in vigilance and 
generalefficiency.

A Case of Inmfanticide—The Pranks of a 
Drunken Negro. 

CorumsEvs, February 1.—{Special.}—Sunday 
evening, just. before dark, Frank Smart, color- 
ed, notified Bailiff McMichael that the dead 
body of a negro baby had been found buried 
just under the surface of the ground in his 
garden on Forsyth street. The officer went 
with the negro and found that his statement 
was true. On investigation he ascertained 
that Susie Wallace, colored, had given birth to 
the infant, and the circumstances were so sus- 
picious that he arrested the mother and lodged 
her in the guardhouse. The woman 
protested that the child was dead when born, 
and stated thatSusie Smith was with her at 
the time and buried the remains. The woman 
stated that the reason she had kept the birth 
of the child a secret was because she was afraid 
of her father. At the coroner’s inquest this 
afternoon Susie Smith testitied that she was 
not present at the birth of the child orthat she 
knew anything about it. It was shown that 
Sherman Wright was the father of the child. 
The county physician made a post mortem 
eXamination and gave itas his opinion that 
the child was alive at birth. The mother 
stated that the infant was born on Friday, but 
the physicians thought it bad probably been 
born at a later date. The jury found that the 
child come toits death at the hands of its 
mother and that thecrimeismurder, The cor- 
oner thereupon swore cut a warrant against 
her and she is now in jail. 

Sunday morning about two o’clock a negro 
named Charles Oliver, entered the house occu- 
pied by Mr. Phil Pryor, in the southeast part 
of the city, by bursting open the back door. 
He staggered into a room occupied by Mrs. 
Cantrell, and frightened her so badly that the 
police were attracted by her screams. They 
went to the house and arrested the negro and 
lodged him in the guardhouse. This morning 
he was fined $10 by Mayor Grimes for disord- 
erly conduct. Mr. Pryor wiil not prosecute the 
negro, as he does not think his intention was 
torob, but that he was crazed by drink, and 
did not know what he was doing.

From the Chicago Ledger. 

Shortly after the fall of Richmond a little 
group of mounted officers was gathered in the 
principal street of the oid Virginia town of 
Lynchburg. That some serious trouble or «lis- 
aster was impending could be plainly seen in 
their anxious faces. The central figure of the 
group, whose weather-beaten appearance: and 
dingy uniform told a tale of much exposare 
and hardship, was the general in command 0!

The other only waited long 
epough to realize what had happened, and to 
look at the muskets which still commanded 
their position, and then turned and fled, and 
the street was left tothe boy soldiers and the 
wounded rioters. Happily there were but few 
of them, and none were killed. 

The genera! rode to the front of the boys, 
and, uncovering his head, said to them: 

“Young gentlemen, your pluck and coolness 
have saved this town from scenes 1 shudder to 
think of. The few poor bleeding fellows yon- 
der are nothing compared with the number 
that would have suffered had those misguided 
fools achieved their aim. You have bravely 
done your duty as soldiers, and for myself and 
the town I thank and honor you. Captain,you 
may dismiss your command.” 

The riot was quelled. On the morrow the 
systematir distribution of food was begua, and 
all trouble was past.

The Dead Lock in Ohio. 

No compromise, no plan of settlement has 
been adopted in the Ohio senate. Matters 
stand just where they did when the body 
snddenly resolved itself into two senates, 
The republican senate consists all told of 
seventeen senators, headed by Lieutenant 
Governor Kennedy. The other senate con- 
sists of twenty democrats and Clerk Vallan- 
digham. 

. The difficulty arises over the four senators 
Each 
party claims its nominees were elected in 
that troublesome county. The democratic 
candidates were declared elected by the 
board of canvassers, and the supreme court 
compelled the proper officer to issue certifi- 
‘cates of election tothem. They took their 
seats with the knowledge and consent_.of the 
republicans, and participated in the election 
that gave Mr. John Sherman six more years 
in the United States senate. As soon as that 
was accomplished the republican leaders re- 
sorted to high-handed and revolutionary 
measures, and the state is disturbed by 
their antics. 

The arbitrary and "reckless course of the 
lieutenant governor blocks the way to a set- 
tlement of the difficulty. His rulings pre- 
sent so wide a departure from parliamentary 
Jaw that no one takes the pains to show 
their absurdity and false grounds. The 
democrats are ready to accept any reason- 
able plan of settlement. They are willing 
to co-operate in sending a special committee 
consisting of three republicans and three 
democrats, to Cincinnati, to investigate the 
election, and report to the senate. But, 
then, {say the republicans, none of the men 


occupying contested seats shal] vote on the 
case. In other words, if Senator John 
Smith’s case is up, the other three setting 
senators, each holding certificates of elec- 
tion, shall not vote. No court in the world 
would say they had no right to vote. If they 
areallowed to vote the republicans would be 
outnumbered ; ‘their rump organization 
would be repudiated, and theentire con- 
spiracy would go by the board. 

As the case stands, there is no room for 
compromise. The republicans demand that 
their journal shall be approved, and that 
enough democratic senators shall be kept 
from voting to let them vote their own men 
in. As long as they stand on these proposi- 
tions, no compromise is possible; and we 
hope to hear each morning that the demo- 
crats are holding fast to undoubted rights 
and the plainest constitutional prov isions.

A recent cable special] from Paris tells a ro- 
mantic story, anda synopsis will give the 
reader material enough to serve as the 
ground-work for a five hundred page novel. 

Leon Leconte, young, handsome and dash- 
ing, was married to a fond, motherly wo- 
man ten years his senior. He lived with her 
five years, and then met Mdlle. Blanche, 
near Alfortvilje. Blanche was the very im- 
age of Sarah Bernhardt,and Leon fell in love 
with her. When he went home he said to 
his wife: ‘‘] have fallen in love witha young 
maiden. Hername is Blanche. She lives 
at Alfortville.’’ Tableau. 

One night Leon jumped into bed and said 
to his wife: ‘‘Have my dress suit ready in 
the morning. Iam to assist at a wedding.”’ 

The next morning this bold, bad man went 
gaily away arrayed in his holiday attire.

When 
the judge rebuked him, and asked him how 
he could treat a loving wife so, Leon replied 
with pathetic dignity: ‘‘Mon Dieu, judge, 

just fancy yourself in my place !”’ 

Thére was a buzz of admiration and sym- 
pathy all over the courtroom, and even the 
judge shed a few tears. The jury found 
Leon guilty, but with extenuating circum- 
stances. Under this verdict he got off with 
five years. He made his exit from the court 
with one hand on his heart, signifying in 
dumb show that his blighted affections were 
about to cause his untimely death. 


The Bell Telephone Suits. 

That the Bell telephone company, which 
also has some connection or collusion with 
the Western Union telegraph company, is 
an exceedingly powerful affair, has been 
well known for some time, but that it was 
powerful enough to compel certain newspa- 
pers to attack the administration itself, 
would hardly have been believed a month 
ago, 

And yet, such is the fact. A heavy broad- 
side comes from the New York World and 
the New York Sun, and we may be sure the 
newspaper satellites that revolve about these 
great journals will take up the chorus. The 
World prints what it calls an ‘‘expose,’’ go 
ing to show that various prominent demo- 
crats own shares in the Pan-Electric tele- 
phone company, and the Sun bluntly re- 
marks that ‘‘this is, indeed, an official scan- 
dal of the first magnitude, overtopping 
everything else of the kind that has ever 
been transacted since this nation has been in 
existence.’’ 

This is pretty loud language, to be sure, 
and it is responded to by the republican or- 
gans with a perfect hurrah. Some want the 
president to drive Secretary Garland and 
Secretary Lamar out of his cabinet, and we 
are not sure that some of the fiercer variety 
have not asked the president himself to re- 
sign. Asourreaders may desire to know 
something of this awful affair, we make 
haste to explain the matter, so far as any 
explanation is necessary. 

We may remark, in the first place, that 
the Sun’s talk of ‘‘official’’ scandal is well 
put, but is given the wrong application. The 
real scandal is the charge that the Bell pat- 
ents, under which a tremendous monopoly 
has been built up, were procured through 
the collusion of a patent office employe, who 
imparted to the Bell company certain val- 
uable information concerning a previous ap- 
plication fora patent that covered the in- 
vention that Professor Bell claims to have 
made. This information enabled Bell to 
perfect his application, and the telephone 
patents were granted to him by means of 
this collusion. Thisisthe charge, and the 
government has been asked to bring suit to 
discover whether the charge be true. 

Now, if every member of the administra- 
tion held stock in the Pan-Electric company, 
would there be any scandal in a suit brought 
by the government to determine the facts in 
the matter of the Bell patents? The people 
are the government, and, in its very nature, 
such a suit would be brought in behalf of 
the people against the present telephone 
monopoly—-not for the purpose of injuriag 
the Bell company, but for the purpose of 
discovering whether its patents’ were rega- 
larly issued, or whether, indeed, it is enti- 
tled to any patents. 

To charge a scandal, we must first have evi- 
dence that the United States judiciary have 
been subsidized or bought up by the Pan- 
Electric company, and that the courts have 
been subjected to undue influence. Oar es-

The Lowell Bankruptcy Bill. 

The eastern and middle states plainly 
prefer the Lowell bill, and the need of its 
passage will be pressed upon congress. And 
yet beyond all doubt it isthe most objec- 
tiovable bill that has been presented. In 


substance it would prove a repetition of 


the old bankruptcy system that benefited 
only lawyers and officials. These classes are 
willing no doubt to accept another bonanza. 

The salaries, fees and perquisites of the 
Lowell bill are fully as liberal as those of 
the old bill, and the proceedings fin a case 
are as elaborate. We may be sure they 
would prove equally expensive, and that the 
better part of the creditors’ assets would in 
many cases be taken to meet expenses, 
Under the old law the bankrupt conld not 
procure a discharge until he had paid a cer- 
tain per cent on all proven claims, but under 
the Lowell bill he need not trouble himself 
about a dividend at all. He is also free to 
make preferences, and if anybody objects 
he can escape punishment by simply ‘‘re- 
storing’’ the sum thus transferred. 

The west is as much opposed tothe Lowell 
bill as is the south, and the chances of its 
passage are very slim. ‘‘Aside,’’ says the 
Chicago Tribune, ‘‘from rascally debtors, 
collection agencies, bankruptcy lawyers and 
officials there is no demand for a re-estab- 
ment of the old system. If the Lowell bill 
has advocates outside of these classes it 
must be because they fail to understand 
that the measure is substantially the same 
as the act of 1867.”

$1,000 each as the current dividends on their 
week's business. At Christmas they cut a

Under these circumstances they can read 
with serenity the assaults the Boston Globe 
makes on their business. Even if the Globe, 
which is vigorous enough, should break the 
skin of its millionaire rivals, the weekly 
checks tor $1,000 make a magnificent poul- 
tice. But see what the Globe says: 

The Principal Editor of the Herald is an object of 
pity and commiseration, aud we ask the indul- 
gence of the Record in hisbehalf. Beaten at every 
point and bewildered by the magnificent and un- 
interrupted progress of the Globe, the former Swag- 
gering Journalistic Bully of Boston lost whatcver 
head he ever did have, and is wildly floundering 
in space for an idea which will arrest the decay of 
the Herald. . 

This ‘‘object of pity’’ succeeded in carry- 
ing the Herald in the last campaign to a 
circulation of 303,000 copies, which stands 
unchallenged as the highest point reached 
by an American newspaper. The Globe is 
a good paper. As good a paper as the Her- 
ald. Itssuccessisas deserved as it is re- 
markable. But it does not confirm or aug- 
ment that success by printing such stuff as 
the above.

THE KENTUCKY CENTRALE. 


H. E. Hunting Appeinted Receiver by 
Judge Barr.- Chesapeake and Ohio. 

LoUIsvILLE, Ky., February 1.—Maech in- 
terest and importance in railroad circles is taken 
in the appointment of a receiver for the Kentucky 
Central railroad by Judge Barr. The proceedings 
were very quietly instituted and as quietly carried 
out, 80 that the announcement created great sur- 


|. prise among railroad men. 


Mr. William M. Ramsey, & prominent Cincinnati 
attorney, accompanied by Mr. Henry E. Hunting- 
ton, the superintendent of the Kentucky Central, 
came down to Louisyille, haying previously filed 
in the United States court the necessary documents 
accompanying a motion for a receiver for that rail- 
road. In company with General John Echols, 
they appeared before Judge Barr, “in chambers,” 
and the case was presented to him. The judge 
very soon came to a decision, and granted the mo- 
tion fora receiver. He then appointed Mr. H. E. 
Huntington to be receiver. 

The motion was made in behalfof Messrs. Isaac 
Gates and Wm. Bliss, trustees for the holders of the 
lirst mortgage bonds issued in 158], and amounting 
to $6,087,000. In their petition the trustees state 
that the road is now in arrears forsix months’ in 
terest on these bonds; that it is also in arrears for 
taxes amounting to about $50,000. They claim 
that under the terms of the mortgage they are en- 
titled to a foreclosure, and asked for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. The court, as stated abové, 
cranted their prayer. The Cincinnati gentleman 
returned home in the afternoon. No entry of the 
matter was made on the United States conrt re 
cords here, as the proceedings are considered a 

mart of the transactions of the Covington com 
here had been no previous intimation that a : 
ceiver would be appointed. 

It is said on the outside the action is calenlated 
to bring the Kentucky Central into close union with 
the ¢ hesapeake and Ohio. The president of the 
Central is Mr. C. P, Huntington, Whé is also a lare 
holder of the bonds of the road, and is president of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio. The Central and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio are not connected. except 
that the same gentlemen are large stockholders i: 
hoth roads. Mr. H. E. Huntington, the new 
receiver, is a nephew of Mr. c. 
< Huntibgton, the presi- 
dent of the road. The funded debt of the road is 
$1,025,000. The capital stock is $5,900,000, of which 
M1,000 is preferred. ‘‘The @ intment of a re- 
ceiver,’’ said Mr. Ramsey, the attorney in the 
Case, ‘will not interfere with the way the road is 
running. The pees management for runing 
trains, etc., will be continued, and. indeed, there 
will be no change in the conduct of the road, save 
that it will be under the supervision of the federat 
court.’

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 1.— [Spe- 
cial.|-A prominent official of the Memphis, Birm- 
ingham and Atlantic railroad is in the city today, 
and from him your correspondent gathered the 
following facts: The directors of said road have 
authorized the formation of aconstruction com- 
pany, something similar tothe Rome and Dalton 
extension company, which built the Georgia l’a- 
Cific railroad, The extension company will begin 
grading from Holly Springs to Birmingham within 
thirty days. and the road will be pushed to com 
pletion tothis point. The central system of Geor 
gia has agreed to extend its road from Goodwater 
here by the time the road to Memphis is comple 
ted. This official thinks the action of the Kansas 
City, Floridaand Memphis people, in putting a 
surveyor inthe field to run aline from Memphis 
to this place a game of bluff,an effort to force on 
the B. and A. to give them easy terms to Birming- 
ham. 

The Kansas City people, when they ascertained 
that the latter company had bought the road from 
Memphis to Holly Springs and intended coming 
direct to Birmingham, first offered $100,000 for 
their trade. When this was refused they oftered 
$150,000. This sum was also refused, and now 
Kansas City says she will build a road of her own 
to Birmingham and the mineral section of Ala- 
bama. A road to Memphis has been a pet schem: 
of Birmingham, and is regarded as one of the 
most beneficial lines to be construeted.

THE PET SCHEME OF ALDERMAN 
COLLIER COMES OUT ON TOP. 


The General Council Convenes in Regular Session— 
The Gates Ordered for the Whitehal) Crossing 
The Cooper Convict Ordinance Defeated 
~The Kimball House Taxes— Etc. 


At the fist meeting of the general council 
jm Jannary Mr. Collier intreduced an ordi- 
nance requ! ing the railroads to erect gates on 
both sides o/the tracks at Whitehall, Pryor 
and Loyd streets. 

Yesterday that ordinance became a law by 
the entire vote of the city council. 

The crdipance prescribes that when the 
railroad tracks on the street crossing are oc- 
cupied vr about to be occupied by trains the 
gates shall be closed so that pedestrians and 
vehicles are stopped. It further prescribes 
that the railroad companies shal] employ men 
to operate the gates and that the gates shall be 
up and jn operation by the first of April. 

ANOTHER SOLUTION’ OF THE QUESTION. 

Henry T. McDaniel, once the city assistant 


engineer, presented a paper to the council 
showing that body the feasibility of sinking | 


the railroad tracks: into the carshed. This 
same proposition was submitted by Mr. Mc- 
Daniel once befere. Mr. Angier, the junior 
member from the third, introduced a resolu- 
tiou adopting Mr. McDaniel’s proposition. The 
proposition, Sogether with Mr. Angier’s resolu- 
tion, Was re d to the street committee. 
This is thesame course that it took before. 

Weathtrbe, theWirectory man, presented a 
bill of $75 for thirteen copies of the city direc- 
tory ror ’S86. 

Mr. Collier, chairmayw of the printing com- 
mittee, objected to the bill, saying that five 
dollars a yolume was too much to pay for the 
book, ‘‘because the book isa wretched piece of 
work.” 

Mr. Middlebrooks said the book was a une- 
cessity in the city oftices, and that the bill 
ought to be paid. The bill was ordered paid. 

STREET CARS TO THE BASEBALL GROUND. 

The Atlanta street car company presented a 
petition for the right to build a car track from 
Peachtree street along North avenue to the 
baseball ground. 

Mr. Collier moved that the petition be 
granted, which was done. 

J.P. Stevens, the jeweler, on Whitehall 
ssked the council to grant him permission to 
erect a street clock onthe edge of the side- 
walk in front of his store. Mr. Stevens in- 
formed the couneil that his clock would never 
run down, tick, strike or stop, and that it 
would always be right. The council granted 
t uest, provided the city engineer sees 
that the clock goes up right. 

THE CONVICT LABOR ORDINANCE. 

The street committee, through its chairman, 
Mr. May, submitted a report upon Mr. Cooper's 
ordinance, prohibiting the use of convict 
labor in contracts with the city or any city 
work. The ordinance has been in the hands 
of the committee three weeks—since it was 


-introduced-by Mr, Cooper—and the committee 


reported adversely upon it. As soon as Mr. 
Cooper heard the report of the committee he 
arose to his feet and said: 

“T ask for the ayes and nays on the adoption 
of that report. i’ 

The call was ordered and resulted: 

Ayes—Messrs. Gramling, Collier, Middlebrooks,

The report of the committee was sustained 
and Mr. Cooper’s ordinance was lost. 

HIS FIRST REPORT. 

Mr. Mahoney, commissioner of public works, 
submitted bis first report to the general coun- 
cil. The report showed just what work had 
been done, and where it was, and what it cost. 

The board ofhealth presented a petition to 
the council for $190 with which to bwld a 
house near the dumping grounds for some of 
the drivers to use as sleeping quarters. 

Dr. Roy supported the petition. 

So did Mr. Garrett. 

She petition was granted. 

Citizens residing on Whitcha!l street between 
Humphries and the Central railroad, sent in a 
protest against the petition of citizens for mac- 
adam on Whitehall, between Humphreys street 
and the railroad, 

THE KIMBALL HOUSE BACK TAXES, 

Captain W. T. Newman, the attorney, ap- 
peared before the bodyand asked that the in- 
structions to Marshal Loyd to proceed with the 
collection of the back taxes against the hotel 
be rescinded. Captain Newman then recounted 
the action of the council in granting this same 
request some time ago. 

Mr. H. I. Kimball also addressed the body, 
Saying that it was a tacit understanding be- 
tween the council of ’S4 and the Kimball 
house company that the taxes on the property 
between the burning of the old house and the 
construction of the new should not be col- 
lected. 

Mr. Angier introduced a resolution postpon- 
ing indefinitely the balance of the taxes of ’83 
of 3415. 

Mr. Middlebrooks wanted to know what was 
meant by indefinitely. 

Mr. Angier then erased the word indefinite-

THE TAX COMMITTEE CHMIRMAN AGAINST IT, 

Mr, Garrett, chairman of the tax committee, 
said that he would like to accommodate the 
Kimball house company, but that under the 
circumstances he could not.

$600,000 and that the tax assessor in accord- 
ance with instructions put it down at $300,000. 
He had seen since he was chairman of the tax 
committee the;home offthe widow sold for taxes 
while good dividend paying property was 
exempt. He thoughtit wrong to collect from 
one and not from all. 

Mr. Gramling offered as a substitute for Mr.

_ THE ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

Mr. Rice, of the lamp committee; recom- 
mended that the contract with the electric 
light company for 1885 be renewed for 1886. 
The recommendation was adopted. 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings and grounds, handed in his 
report on the proposition to remove the coun- 
cil chamber to the top floor of the chamber of 
commerce, and to cut up the present council 
chamber into offices. The report favored pay- 
ing $3,600 per year for the parts of the build- 
ing the city uses. 

Captain R. J.- Lowry, of the chamber of 
commerce, was present, and said that the city 
could have the lease on all the building ex- 
cept the second floor for $4,000 per year, pro- - 
vided the city would fix up the rooms as they 
wanted them. .

A MILE OF FIREIN GRAND HAVEN, 
MICHIGAN. 


The Depot, Elevators, Waerehouses and Lumber 
Yards on Fire—An LUllumination.in Jackson, 
Mississippi—Fire in Plainville, Georgia 
~Burned to Death-—The Losses. 


GRAND Haven, Mich., February 1.—The 
large freight house of the Detroit, Grand Ha- 
venand Milwaukee railroad, is now on fire. 
The depot is threatened and the elevator and 
the new warehouses will probably go, making 
nearly amile of flames. The steamers have 
withdrawn to a place of safety. 

The fire broke out at ten o’clock tonight and 
within a few minutes nearly half of that im- 
mense structure, which stretches nearly thre? 
squares from south to north, was on fire. The 
fire department responded quickly, but owing 


has so far been unable to check the flames, 
and at eleven o’clock the entire structare was 
a mass of flames, and will be an entire loss, to- 
gether with all the freight stored tuereiu. The 
lire department is working heroically, but can 
save nothing in the freight house and elevator, 
and all their efforts are now directed to the 
adjoining buildings. The passenger steamer, 
City of Milwaukee, was lying along side of the 
elevator, and was barely saved. 

At 11:25 p. m., the elevator was entirely en- 
veloped in flames, together with the’ remains 
of the warehouse, and nothing can save it. 
The lumber yards are just north of the fire; 
and if they catch, the entire north- 
western part of the _ city will be 
doomed. The damage will be very heavy. 
Twenty-five or thirty freight cars were de- 
stroyed. ‘The company’s books are safe. The 
excitement is intense, and the whole city is 
fighting flames. 

At 11:45 the elevator fell and the warehouse 
north of the elevator caught fire. The pros- 
pects of saving the passenger depot are good. 
Three steamers have come from Spring Lake 
to assist the local department. At 12:45 the 
fire was under control, but still burning. The 
loss will not fall short of $250,000, which 
amount is covered by insurance. 


Burned to Death. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 1-—Sunday 
morning at 3:30 o’clock, fire was discovered in 
a room in the Charlotte hotel. The fire alarm 
was sounded and investigation showed that 
the bed on which Alaxander Heinowesky, a 
painter, slept, was on fire.

A Talk by Mr, J.N. Stearns, of New York—A Tele~ 
gram tothe New York Times Creates a Breeze 
in the Prohibition Camps—A Contradic- 
tory Telegram Sent Out—BEtc. 


Abcut fifteen ministers of the city held a 


the First Methodist church.

Rev. H. H. Parks was called to the chair and 
Rev. M. H. Dillard requested to act as secre- 
tary. 

Mr. J. A. Stearns, of New York, was intro- 
duced by Rev. J. W. Lee. Mr. Stearns re- 
viewed the work of the national temperance 
society for many years past. He dwelt at 
length upon the stand Georgia has taken on 
the temperance question. He believed the 
victory won if the friends of temperance would 
only keep up the great and glorious work. The 
ng a thing to do is to educate the children 

y furnishing them sound temperance litera- 
ture. Such literature should be found in every 
public school and library, as well as in the 
homes. His address was well received, and he 
handled his subject in a masterly and enter- 
taining manner.

Times was read Dy Rey. J. W. Lee, The tele- 
gram was as follows: 

PROHIBITION IN ATLANTA. 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 28.—It is now too plain 
that Atlanta is suffering such stagnation as was 
never felt here before, Real estate, according to 
one of the heaviest dealers in the city, has fallen 
off 45 per cent since the prohibition election. One 
agent asserts that for three months he has not had 


a <ingle application from abroad. Messrs. 
Paul Jones, Louis Gholstin, Charles Cur- 
rier and William Heatch, who are 


rated at $1,250,000, are now in Dallas, Texas, for the 

urpose of locating there. Others representing 
$1,000,000 more are awaiting their report to follow. 
The city in its estimates for the coming year shows 
a falling off of $100,000. This decrease involves 
the crippling of the public schools and the cutting 
of supplies generally. Not only this, but to raise 
the money estimated the assessments will be 
largely increased, thus in effect double-taxing the 
people. If the vote on prohibition had to be taken 
tcmorrow, a great reversion of opinion would be 
shown. 

Other ministers spoke concerning the tele- 
gram, and after the question had been dis- 
cussed the following resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, A telegram sent from Atlanta, Ga., 
January 24, represents the prohibition movement 
as seriously damaging the value property of the 
city, and as threatening to cripple the publie 
schools and other public institutions of the city. 

1. Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting, 
composed of representative pastors of this city, 
that said telegram is false. 

2. Resolved. That in our opinion the public 
schools of Atlanta are in no danger from the pro- 
hibition movement.
